Tl\e truth aeuiiis 
to 1)0 lli.it no parly or no individual 
seeni.s tu lioliuve that the objections to 
a nou-rcsideiit are at all forcible when 
the c.iudidate thoy desire to see re- 
turned does not live in the county or 
district, but the same men profess to 
attach great weight to those objections 
wliuii the oamliilate they opi)ose is a 
non-resident. It ia uinuaiug to sec how 
often the.' exigencies of party, compel 
men to whom party is everything, to 
talk first on one aide, and then on i\\c. 
other, on this iion-reaideut (|ueation. 
From all this we infer that the iiiero 
fact of rusidc-iue; in the district does not 
weigh much willi electors when the 
candidate is in other respects accept- 
able to the majority of the electors. 
..ivAnd in practise it dma imt Huem to maki 
aveiry great deal of diHi-n-iici! whethei 
a ineiiilier of the 1/ jislaluro ii- 
or is not a ii'sidi-iiL of the 
district which he repreaents. 



It is evident to every thinkini; and oh 
servant man that an able iioii-reaidiMii 
member ia better fitted to serve both hi- 
constituents and the province than a re.-, 
ideiil who is not able. A niembei 
who ia sent to represent the district in 
-which he resides, if he docs not posaea.v 
ability and intelligence will bo certaii. 
to place himself under Ibe guidance ol 
some mail, not a reaidenl of Ida district, 
who posseascB knowledge and cNperieUui 
and who knowa how to use liia taleiitr 
and opportunitiea. The man who i.-- 
sent to the Legislature principally be- 
cause he lives in the town or district hi 
has been elected to represent, tinds wliei^ 
lie is in Ids place in the iiouse that tlx 
mere fact of his being a residunt of ii 
certain part of the coniitiy dous not he!] 
him to come to an intelligent concliiaiun 
oil ninety-nine hundredths of the ques- 
tion she is required to discuss and decide 
upon. What he needs when he ia actu- 
ally doing IIk: wiii li for which he luif 
been elected, are a knowledge of nianj 
aubjeuta about which he j)erhapa ha.- 
iiever thuught, and ability to think ami 
to. express Ids thoughts. This know- 
ledge and this ability do not conic to 
any niiin simply by breathing the air ol 
any particular locality. Without thesi 
he ia in the Legislature like a tisli oul 
of water. He must depend u|iiiii moiiii 
uue who knows nioru than hi 
does for iustrnction how to vote. 
He cannot take part in the discusaioii oi 
general topics, and if he does venliin 
to speak, tlio chances are a luiiidied l.. 
one that hefoie the debate is ovei- hi 
will wInIi tiiat he had lii-ld his longu.-. 
Hut the capable man, whethei- he is ; 
resident or not, will soon bu able to taki 
an active und independent ])art in tin 
work of legislation; while the inmi who 
ia elected merely hocau.se he is a resi 
dent of the district will never lie able tc 
act iiiilepeiiileiilly in tin- le^islatme ami 
will not acipiire anllicieut knowledge ul 
legislative procedure to make a good usi 
of the local inforinutiou that he posses 
sea. liiil tile man of ability, no iiiattei- 
where he comes from, will soon obtain 
a knowledge of tlie. needs of his dislriii 
and will be alile ell'ectively to advaiu i 
its peculiar iiitereaia aa well as to take a 
Useful part iu the general busiuosa oi 
the legislature. 



What a constituency should look for 
in a candidate is intolligoiicu, ability um! 
hoiieaty. .He should be a man who can 
do their work and wlnnii they can Irusl, 
If bUcli a man is u\ailali|e it iiKittei,- 
little whether lie lives in the district oi 
not. The uooideiit of residence 
vrill not nmko him either n 
bettor . or u worse i-epi-esontative. 
Hut if he (Iocs not posaeaa these i|liali 
ties, tlic constituency would lie foolisli 
to elect liiiii simply on the gnmnil thai 
he lives among tlium. Soinu of the beat 
inonibors that over sat in the legisla- 
tures of this and the other provinces did 
not live in the distriot for wliioh thoj 
wore elected, and some of tho worst 
rcpioaeiitatives were lofal nioii. We 
are very far i'rom .■•ayiiig llial. all le.-.i 
dent rcpruHentativea make poor legia 
l»tors, or thitl all uou-re«idont iiiemberti 



turn out to bo good men. Tho idea 
which wo wish to coiuey is that experi- 
ence has proved that rosidoncc or <non- 
reaidoncci dpeanot count for much one 
way or the other.'. What the people re- 
([ii.iro in those whom they choose to 
Hcrvo them arc ability and integrity. 
Tho man who poHSeasc-s tlieao will • o 
them well, no matter where he !i' . .i, 
and if a candidate does not piK..v.-:3 
them, hershould be rejected, whether ho 
lives 'in or out of tho district. Non- 
residence is no (lisqualiflcatioti^ ^neither 
does roaidcuce qualify a man to be the 
people's ropreaeiitative. 

Wo were led into this train of thought 
by a very, peculiar - artiple that .appeared 
in tho organ of the opposition of Mon- 
day evening. Every one knowa that 
the guiding spirit of that paper la Mr. 
John Grant, member for Caasiar. Mr. 
(iraiit ia a resident of Victoria and he 
represents the iiiaiiilund cuiistiluoney of 
Cassiar in the Legislative Assetnblyi In 
the face of this fact our contemporary 
says: "We regard a residential i|Ualifi- 
cation as inseparalde from honest 
and consistent representation. Here 
wo have Mr.' Grant condemn- 
ed by what nuiy bo called 
his own iiewapaper. It Bays in ell'ect 
that Mr. .lolin Grant does not represent, 
and cannot represent, Ca.ssiar lioneatly 
and consiatently. \Vliat does the organ 
think of the practical application of its 
own sermon on "non-resident mem- 
bers?" Of course it does not believe 
what it Bays. The article making resi- 
dence an essential (|ualilication forineni- 
liership was written with a purpose. If 
.Mr. Grant, or any member of the Grit 
party, was running for Cassiar it would 
unsay all it has said about the necessity 
of u membor being ii rosidcnt of the dis- 
trict for wliie-Ii he is elected. 

.Mr. Hiiiiiplireys represents Coiiiox in 
the Provincial begislature. He is a 
non-resident member, yet tlie Times in- 
cludes him in its sweeping condemua- 
tion of non-r*sidont members ! It lay 
down tho law that a residential qualili- 
cation ia iiiseparalile from honest and 
consistent representation. Will the 
Hon. Mr. Humphreys thank the Times, 
tlie organ of his jiarty, fiir declaring liiiii 
to be neither an honest nor a consiatcnt 
representative of the electors of 
Comox? If we had suid this, tho 
Times would have been indignant. It 
would have accused us of iinfairiie.ssaiid 
nnilignit.v, and goudness knows what 
besides. 

Wii must confeaa that we did not ex- 
pect to see tho Times go back on its 
party so far as openly to stigiiiatizo two 
of its leading members as being in their 
representative capacity neitlna- honest 
nor coiiaistent. These gentlemen must 
not blame ua if, after this, we take them 
at the estimate of their own organ. 
It has painted their pictures. Are they 
good likenesses? 



NOT AN UNFlilENDLY ACT. 

It is astonishing to see how touchy 
our Californiun neighbours are. Some 
of them are ready to take oU'ence at any 
thing that is said or iloiie on this side of 
the luie. The San Francisco Cull de- 
clares that subsidising a lino of mail 
.itcamers to China and Japan by Great 
liritain, and requiring them to be so 
iitted up that they nmy, when oecusion 
reipiires, be converted into armei 
cruisers, ia an unfriendly act. It says — 
"A nation coniniita an unfriendly act 
when it tries to destroy the commerce 
upon w-liicli its neighbour lives." This 
may be construed to mean that all cora- 
nicrcial competition is, in a national 
sense, " unfriendly." It is strictly 
jorrect to say that every eonipetiiig 
trader tries to destroy the commerce on 
rtliicli its rival lives; or, moro strictly 
speaking, to divert it into its own 
channels. If this is true, every com- 
mercial nation in the world is unfriendly 
to every other commercial nation, for 
tliey are all trying to gel as large a sliare 
of the world's commerce as they possibly 
can. If it suits the British Government 
to encourage fast communication be- 
tween America and Asia for military 
md i>ostal purposes, it is hard to see how 
uiy rational American citizen can con- 
■itrue the policy to lie an unfriendly one 
to the {ioveiiimeiit of the Kepuh- 
lic. Great Britain has immense 
interests in the east. The shortest 
means of communication with tho In- 
dian Empire is by a canal, that can bo 
easily made uninivigable. Is it then any 
wonder that sin; hastens to avail herself 
of an alternative route, an im[)ortant 
part of which is through her own lerri- 
tory '! Is there a sane man in the 
United States who can honestly say, in 
taking measures to establish suelia route, 
die is doing what American citizens 
have leasoii lo regard is unfriendly '•. 
If commercial advantage is to be one 
of the incidental results uf the estali 
lishmcnt of tho line of rapid connnuni- 
oatiou, have United States citizens any 
right to cninplttin?

THE POWER OF PUBLIC OPIN-

Tho power of public opinion in Great 
Hritain is soon from tho commutation of 
the sentence of Mrs. Maybrick. After a 
Icng trial the wom iii was convicted of 
the murder of her husband. The judge 
who presided was convinced of hor guilt. 
His charge to the jury was- of such- a 
nature that it was evident ' that' he at 
any rate was satisfied that there' 
was no reasonable doulit that alio iiiur- 
dorcd hor huabaiul. The jury brought 
in a verdict of guilty without a reconi- 
iiieiidation to mercy.
